GREAT FIRE

heartrending Scenes Enacted at

; Burning of Iroquois Theater
in Chicago. . ;

OVER FIVE HUNDRED DEAD

Mad Rush Occura Upon First Alarm
and Woman and Children Are

Trampled to Death by tha
' 8tronger Onee.

', Caicago, Deo. 81. AboVit 55 people
"were killed In 10 mlnutea yesterday oft
eraooa. during tbe Are tn the Iroquois
theater, the newest, largest, and, as
far aa human power could make It,

the safest theater In Chicago. Esti
mate of the number of dead vary.
The police count Sit; the estimate of

the newspapers Is 662. There were 56

people missing at midnight, the ma

Jority of whom are probably among
the dead. Eightr-si- x dead have been
positively Identified and 92 others are
now known to be Injured..

It will be many hours before the
number of dead Is accurately known

and many days before all of them are
Identified. There are bodies lying by

ozena In undertaking rooms, police
stations and in hospitals from which
nearly everything that could reveal
their identity to those who knew them
best Is gone. The clothing Is torn to

rags or burned to cinders and their
faces have been mashed Into unrecog-
nisable pulp by the heels of the crowd
that trampled them down as they fled
for safety.

The Are broke out during the second
act of the play, "Mr. Blue Beard," the
first production in the theater since its
erection.' The company, which was
very large, escaped to the street In

safety, .Nearly all, however, were
compelled to flee Into the snow In the
streets with no clothing but their
alight stage costumes, A few members
of the company sustained minor injur-
ies, but none was seriously hurt,

, Darkness Delayed Work.
The Are chief immediately called up-

on all his men in the vicinity to aban-
don work on tha Are and come at once
to the rescue. The building was so
dark and the smoke so thick that It
was found impossible to accomplish
anything until light had been secured
Word was at once sent to the Orr &

Lockett Hardware Company near by,
and that Arm placed its entire stock
of lanterns at the service of the de-

partment. Over 200 lights were quick-
ly carried into the building and the
work of rescue commenced, So rap-Idl- y

were the bodies brought down
that in an hour there were two streams
of men in and out of the door, the one

carrying bodies and the other com-

posed of men returning to get more.
The bodies were carried into the
Thompson restaurant, which adjoins
the theater on the east, where the
available space was given by the pro-

prietor. The dead and wounded were
placed on chairs, one woman even be-

ing placed, for lack of a better spot,
on the cigar case.

Uccause of the tremendous throng
which surrounded the block in which
the theater building Btood It was not

nsKlble for the police to carry the dead
una wounded any distance, and they
were compelled to wait for the ambu-litm- e

at the theater. Although all the
patrol wagons and every ambulance

The Are was thus given a Aue

through which a strong draught was

setting, aided by doors which had been

thrown open in the front ot the theater

With the rear flames shooting through
the opening over the heads of the peo

ple on the flrst floor, and reaching clear

up to those In the flrst balcony, the

Are caught them and burned them to

death where they sat.
Immediately following the rush of

flames there came an explosion which

lifted the entire roof of the theater

from its walls, shattering the . great

skvllKht Into fragments As soon as

the flames appeared beyond the cur

tain a man in the rear of the hall

shouted: .

"Fire! fire!"

The entire audience rose as one per

son and made for the doors. It Is be

lieved the explosion was caused by the

flames coming In contact with gas res

ervoirs of the theater, causing them to

burst. '

The building in which the calamity
occurred stands midway between State

and Dearborn streets, on the north

side of Randolph street. v
As near as can be estimated, about

1300 people were In the theater. Three

hundred were on the first floor and

the remainder in the balconies .and

hall ways.
All Ran Same Way

The audience, In the rush for the

outer air, seems to' have chosen, for

the greater part, to flee to the left en

trance and attempt to make Its way
down the eastern stairway leading into

the lobby of the theater. The outside

people were burned and suffocated by
the gas. It was on these two door

ways on the flrst and second balconies

that the greatest loss of life occurred.
When the firemen entered the build

ing the bodies were found stretched in

an Immense pile. This mass of dead

bodies In the center of the doorway
reached to within two feet of the top
of the passage way. All the corpses
at this point were of women and child-

ren. The tight for life which must

have taken place at these two points
ta something simply beyond human

power to adequately describe, Only
